ROYSTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31s"t 
December,  1966. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  a  slight  fall  and  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  was  below  the  comparable  figure 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  same  number  of  stillbirths  was  recorded  during  the  year  as  in 
the  previous  year.  This,  quite  naturally,  increased  the  stillbirth  rate 
figure  to  a  level  well  above  the  national  average.  The  peri-natal 
mortality  on  the  other  hand  was  only  a  little  in  excess  of  the 
comparable  England  and  Wales  figure. 

During  the  year  fewer  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were 
recorded,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  Measles  was  less  common  than 
in  the  previous  year.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  no  case  of  Smallpox, 
Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  or  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

I  have  made  some  comment  in  the  rex:>ort  with  regard  to  the  immunisation 
statistics  which  I  regard  as  being  at  a  satisfactory  and  safe  level. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  keen  interest  and 
the  support  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.  Your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  G-.  E.  Millar,  has  at  all  times  afforded  loyal  co-operation 
in  the  work  that  we  have  done  together.  My  appreciation  is  also  extended 
to  the  Senior  Clerk  and  Staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  their 
hard  work  and  loyal  support  at  all  times.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  154,  14  less  than  in  the 

previous  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was 
16.4  "per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  17.9  per  1,000 
estimated  population  in  1965,  and  with  17.7  per  1,000  estimated  population 
for  England  and  Vales.  The  illegitimate  births  were  of  the  total 

births  compared  with  3.QI  in  1965. 
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Stillbirths 


4  stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  25.3  per  1,000  total  births, 
as  compared  with  23.3  per  1,000  in  1965  and  with  15.4  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Of  the  four  stillbirths  occurring  in  the  district,  three  were  born 
in  institutions  and  one  in  the  home.  The  three  institutional  cases  were 
born  prematurely  and  were  less  than  four  pounds  in  weight  at  birth.  If 
they  had  been  born  alive  the  chance  of  survival  for  them  would  have 
been  very  small. 


Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor,  was  15.1  per  1,000  estimated  population, 
as  compared  with  13.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  in  1965  and  with 
11.7  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 
108  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  an  increase  of  13 
on  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of 
numerical  importance  were:  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and 
respiratory  diseases.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  causes 
and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section 
on  vital  statistics. 


and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 


4  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  in  the  year,  none  of  them 
in  the  neo  natal  period.  These  deaths  represent  an  infant  death  rate 
of  26.0,  compared  with  23.8  in  1965  and  with  19.0  for  England  and  Yfales. 
The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  was  25.3,  compared  with  the  County  average 
of  25.1. 


Of  the  four  infants  who  died  in  the  first  year  of  life,  three  died 
as  a  result  of  gastro-enteritis.  This  disease,  although  much  less  common 
than  it  was  thirty  years  ago,  is  still  an  important  killer  of  infants 
during  the  first  year  of  life. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  approximately  the  same  as  that  for 
the  administrative  County.  The  infant  death  rate,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
a  little  in  excess  of  the  comparable  England  and  Wales  figure. 

The  table  overleaf  shows  the  details  of  the  infant  deaths  which 
occurred  in  the  district.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  in  the  New  Clinic,  Royston,  on 
Wednesdays,  10.0  a.m.  to  12.0  noon  and  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m.  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  were  held  in  the  same  premises  on  Tuesdays  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m. 
Further  details  are  given  in  the  County  Services  Divisional  Report. 


The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Wakefield  -  a  national  service  under  the  control  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with 
all  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a  complete 
investigation  is  undertaken  and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent 
for  examination.

The  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
due  in  the  main  to  a  reduced  incidence  of  Measles  throughout  the  year. 

Of  the  61  notified  cases  the  bulk  of  the  notifications  occurred  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year. 


No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
children  vaccinated  was  81,  compared  with  43  in  the  previous  year. 

I  am  happy  to  report  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
vaccinated  against  this  disease  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred 
in  your  area  last  year.  The  immunisation  state  against  Diphtheria 
showed  a  decline  with  73*7%  of  all  children  immunised  against  the 
disease  and  when  this  figure  is  broken  down  it  represents  88.3%  of 
pre-school  children  and  66. 2%  of  school  children  protected  against  the 
disease.  83.8?o  of  all  pre-school  children  were  protected  against 
Whooping  Cough.  Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  and  during  the 
year  193  children  were  given  a  primary  course  and  235  booster  doses 
were  given  compared  with  247  and  219  respectively  in  1965*  Although 
there  was  evidence  of  a  slight  fall  in  the  previous  high  level  of 
immunisation  statistics  for  the  area  the  figures  are  entirely  satisfactory. 
At  such  a  high  level  of  protection  it  is  extremely  unlikely  that  an 
epidemic  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  would  be  experienced  in  the 
district. 
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With  regard  to  tetanus  immunisation,  as  the  proportion  of 
children  entering  school  who  have  had  a  course  of  primary 
immunisation  increases,  we  expect  to  see  an  increase  in  booster  doses 
of  vaccine  given  and,  therefore,  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
number  of  children  given  a  primary  course  of  protection  against  the 
disease. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  A  total  of 
169  children  were  vaccinated  with  oral  vaccine  during  the  year 
making  a  grand  total  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  3,865  and 
of  these  1,149  children  of  primary  school  age  had  received  a  fourth 
dose. 

Tuberculosis 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  no  new  notifications  or  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  parents  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  Scheme  for  children 
entering  the  secondary  school.

FUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 
FOR  .THE  YEAR  1966 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Royston  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  now  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and,  I  trust,  approval,  my 
twentyfirst  Annual  Report  giving  details  of  the  work  done  in  the  Environmental 
Hygiene  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1966.  I  much  regret  the  late  submission  of  this  report  but  would 
remind  Members  of  varying  factors  which  have  given  rise  to  this  position. 

The  year  1966  was  the  commencement  of  a  period  of  increasing  difficulty  so 
far  as  my  Department  is  concerned  as,  owing  to  illness,  I  was  without  help 
for  quite  a  portion  of  that  year  and  even  working  prolonged  hours  did  not  allow 
me  even  to  keep  the  work  up  to  date  and  arrears  began  to  accumulate.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  this  position  worsened  when  the  Ministry  of  Labour  wrote 
expressing  dissatisfaction  with  progress  made  with  preliminary  inspections 
of  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
and  concentration  on  this  work  meant  that  for  a  period  of  approximately  three 
months  at  the  end  of  19 66  and  early  in  1967  other  work  was  sacrificed  to  allow 
general  inspection  of  registered  premises  to  be  undertaken.  In  the  middle  of 
1967  when  the  then  Clerk  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  to  the  Council  resigned 
his  a  pointment,  the  Council  paid  me  the  compliment  of  asking  me  to  take  over 
responsibilities  as  Acting  Clerk  to  the  Council  until  the  new  Clerk  arrived  in 
September  and  the  ultimate  outcome  was  my  own  serious  breakdown  in  health 
early  in  1968.  Taking  all  these  matters  into  account,  I  think  Members  will 
appreciate  how  it  is  that  the  work  of  my  Department  lias  got  so  far  behind,  but 
I  am  hoping  to  redeem  this  position  in  the  reasonably  near  future. 

As  in  previous  reports,  those  portions  of  this  report  dealing  with  the 
Public  Cleansing  Service  and  Salvage  relate  to  the  Financial  Year  ended  31st 
March,  1967,  whilst  all  other  matters  relate  to  the  calendar  year,  but  on  this 
occasion  no  report  for  the  whole  year  can  be  given  so  far  as  Cemetery 
Administration  is  concerned  as  responsibilities  for  the  Cemetery  were  transferred 
to  the  Parks  Superintendent  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 

During  the  year,  97  new  units  of  accommodation  came  into  use,  81  of  which 
were  provided  by  the  Council  and  16  by  private  enterprise. 

Over  the  past  few  years  comment  has  been  made  regarding  the  repairing 
and  reconditioning  of  older  properties  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report 
that  steady  progress  was  continued  during  the  year  under  review  although  to 
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improve  the  general  standard  and  condition  of  older  properties  much  more  still 
requires  to  he  done  but  more  reference  to  this  matter  will  be  made  in  that 
portion  of  the  report  dealing  with  Improvement  Grants.  Once  again,  in  no 
instance  was  it  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  for  the  carrying  out  of 
repairs  and  owners  and  agents  made  many  more  enquiries  as  to  the  possible 
continuing  life  of  properties.  Further  progress  was  made  with  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  of  which  details  appear  later  in  this  report.  The  number  of 
properties  changing  hands,  as  made  apparent  by  receipt  of  Official  Searches  under 
the  Land  Charges  Act,  continued  at  a  fairly  high  level  but  the  continuing- 
necessity  of  seeking  information  before  committing  themselves  to  purchase  is 
necessary  if  purchasers  of  older  property  are  to  have  any  assurance  that  the 
houses  they  buy  are  likely  to  remain. 

VERMINOUS  AND/OR  DIRTY  HOUSES 

Complaints  of  infestation  by  domestic  pests  continued  to  be  small  in 
number  as  indicated  in  the  Table  of  Complaints  later  in  the  report  which  can  be 
taken  as  an  indication  of  the  benefits  accruing  from  work  done  for  eradication 
of  such  pests  during  recent  years.  It  is  disappointing  to  lave  to  report, 
however,  that  during  this  particular  year  two  complaints  of  bed  bug  infestation 
were  received.  Fortunately,  however,  early  notification  and  fullest  co-operation 
b.y  tenants  concerned  lead  to  early  eradication  but  I  had  hoped  that  by  now 
bed  bugs  would  have  almost  become  museum  pieces,  having  in  mind  the  extensive 
work  done  over  the  last  thirty  years  or  so  for  their  eradication. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  complaint  of  cricket  infestation 
on  or  around  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  was  received  during  the  year  and  the 
indications  are  that  better  consolidation  of  the  tip  following  the  purchase  of 
the  JCB  with  regular  covering  of  working  faces  has  eradicated  this  source  of 

trouble. 

TRANSFER  OF  TENANTS  TO  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

As  mentioned  in  the  Reports  for  1964  and  19&5,  no  houses  or  effects  of 
tenants  transferred  to  Council  properties  were  inspected  by  me  for  the  possible 
presence  of  vermin  during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


(a)  Water  Supply 

Responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  water  both  in  bulk  and  in  detail 
continued  to  be  vested  in  the  Barnsley  Joint  Water  Committee  and  the  close 
co-operation  between  my  office  and  the  Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager  and 
his  staff  of  recent  years  was  able  to  be  maintained. 

All  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  referred  to  the  ,'.ater 
Department  for  reports  on  the  water  supply  position  and  a  system  came  into 

operation  whereby  where  any  house  was  improved  it  was  required  tha^  a  separate 
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water  service,  properly  controlled  both  inside  and  outside  the  house,  be 
provided  as  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  and  by  this  means  the  general 
standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  being  improved  mi  adequacy  of  supplies 
of  water  both  in  quantity  and  pressure  are  being  achieved,  a  vast  improvement 
when  one  considers  the  number  of  houses  which  previously  were  supplied  by  a 
single  2"  water  service  with  J**  branches  serving  external  W  .C  .' s. 


(b)  Water  Closets 

During  the  year  97  water  closets  were  provided  for  new  properties  and  30 
were  provided  for  houses  improved  by  grants. 

Unfortunately  no  progress  was  able  to  bo  made  with  the  conversion  of  privy 
middens  as  those  properties  still  served  by  such  outmoded  sanitary  accommodation 
cannot  be  connected,  at  least  at  the  moment,  to  the  min  sewerage  system.  Some 
of  the  houses  concerned  are  deteriorating  seriously  and  one  can  but  wonder 
whether  ary  good  purpose  would  be  served  by  requiring  conversions  if  the 
continuing  life  of  the  houses  can  only  be  extremely  limited. 

With  the  progress  made  with  modernisation  of  houses  by  means  of  Improvement 
Grants  so  does  the  number  of  houses  having  to  share  sanitary  accommodation  become 
less,  but  this  position  varies  so  often  that  without  a  complete  re-survey  of  the 
district  an  exact  assessment  of  the  present  position  is  not  possible,  but 
neither  time  nor  opportunity  allows  this  work  to  be  undertaken  in  view  of  work 
of  a  more  urgent  and  pressing  nature  laving  to  have  priority.  It  was  pleasing, 
during  the  year  in  question,  to  note  that  more  tenanted  houses  were  improved 
by  means  of  grants  but  the  vast  majority  of  houses  continued  to  be  owner  occupied, 
It  was  still  a  matter  of  surprise,  however,  when  tenants  in  some  cases  declined 
the  opportunity  afforded  them  by  the  landlord  or  his  agent  to  provide  their 
houses  with  the  standard  amenities. 

The  following  statistics  show  the  position  in  the  district  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

The  otfner  of  the  four  houses  in  Station  Terrace  is  most  anxious  to 
modernise  his  property  but  drainage  to  the  sewer  is  not  possible  os  inadequate 
fall  exists  on  the  drain  and  whilst  tils  night  carry  away  sink  waste  water,  the 
length  of  the  drain,  which  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  flat,  would  not  allow 
toilet  disenarges  to  be  carried  away  from  the  houses  and  into  the  sewer. 

The  system  of  cleansing  cesspools  in  the  Lee  Lane  area  by  hiring  the 
machine  of  the  Stanley  Urban  District  Council  continued  throughout  the  year 
and,  speaking  generally,  gave  a  satisfactory  service  but  with  the  provision  of 
additional  properties,  longer  time  was  necessary  to  carry  out  the  work. 
Unfortunately,  one  owner  was  again  unco- operative  and  this  led  to  some  little 
trouble . 
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Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  disturbance  of  drains 
on  the  Kirkfield  Estate  arising  from  mining  subsidence  and  whilst  part  of  this 
estate  was  completely  redrained  in  1965,  the  trouble  extended  to  further  houses 
on  the  estate  ano.  was  reierred  to  the  National  Coal  Board  and  eventually,  so 
far  as  I  can  see,  the  only  satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  this 
estate  will  be  for  complete  redrainage  work  to  be  carried  out  and  for  new  drains 
to  discharge  into  the  sewer  on  Royston  Lane  which  was  completely  relaid  to  a 
much  lower  level,  from  which  point  sewage  will  be  pumped  by  the  new  pumping 
plant  provided  at  this  point  to  discharge  into  the  sewer  which  crosses  the  Ace 
field.

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  expanded  automatically  to  take  in  new  housing 
development,  etc.,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  bins  to  be  emptied  weekly 
will  event ually  require  revision  of  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Public 
Cleansing  Staff  if  weekly  collection  is  to  be  maintained.  The  weight  of  refuse 
removed  shows  a  decline  which  became  apparent  fairly  recently,  but  bulk  continued 
to  increase  as  can  only  be  expected  by  the  continued  expansion  of  packaging  of 
consumer  goods  and  the  greater  use  of  plastics  in  this  connection.  These 
plastic  containers  do  not  digest  in  the  tip  and  also  tend  to  make  it  more 
spongy  and,  should  fire  in  the  tip  break  out  in  the  locality  of  any  considerable 
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number  of  these  containers,  the  heat  generated  by  their  burning  could  pose  a 
serious  problem.  On  two  occasions  during  the  year  small  fires  were  found  on 
the  tip  but  fortunately  these  were  noticed  and  dug  out  by  the  JOB  which  prevented 
their  spread.  Reduction  in  the  weight  of  refuse  must  also  be  related  to  the 
continuing  improve®  nt  in  the  quality  of  concessionary  coal  as  compared  with  a 
few  years  ago,  the  absence  of  considerable  quantities  of  heavy  contraries, 
the  more  efficient  combustion  and  completer  burning  of  coal  in  modern  solid 
fuel  burning  appliances  and  the  possibility  that  more  people  are  cither  burning 
solid  smokeless  fuel  or  using  gas  or  electric  space  heating  appliances  but 
factual  information  in  these  respects  will  only  be  possible  as  and  when  detailed 
surveys  begin  to  be  carried  out  in  preparation  for  the  declaration  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  report  for  1965  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  pilot 
scheme  with  paper  sacks  being  instituted  but  this  did  not  materialse  because  of 
the  cost  of  instituting  such  a  system.  T.'hether  or  not  a  system  of  using  sacks 
as  bin  liners  eventually  becomes  the  order  of  the  day  can  only  remain  at  this 
stage  to  be  a  matter  of  conjecture,  but  it  would  certainly  ease  the  physical 
effort  required  by  workmen  engaged  on  this  vitally  important  work  and  by  cutting 
out  double  visits  to  every  house  should  accelerate  the  work  and  could  lead  to 
a  smaller  team  being  necessary  to  carry  out  the  work.  The  design  of  modern 
refuse  collection  vehicles  leads  one  to  the  conclusion  that  not  for  some  time 
to  come  will  there  be  any  radical  change  in  refuse  collection  services  but, 
at  the  sane  time,  some  variations  appear  to  be  indicated  on  old  standing 
practices  which  cannot  be  regarded  in  any  way  as  hygienic  or  to  the  benefit  of 
the  health  of  the  men  doing  the  work. 

The  JCB  loader/ digger  purchased  in  1965  continued  in  use  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  year  now  under  review  and  gave  exceptionally  good  service. 

Mechanical  breakdowns  did  arise  from  time  to  time  but  this  could  only  be  expected 
with  this  type  of  machine  doing  this  type  of  work,  but  by  having  it  equipped 
with  a  back  acter  the  use  of  the  machine  by  other  Departments  meant  saving  both 
in  time  and  money  which  would  have  arisen  had  similar  appliances  been  hired. 

One  man  only  works  on  the  tip  with  the  machine  and  is  able  to  cope  with  all  the 
work  of  levelling  and  face  dressing  daily,  as  well  as  separating  and  baling 
salvage,  and  the  income  from  the  use  of  the  machine  by  other  Departments 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  £432.  12.  6d.  and  this  transfer  charge  was  offset 
against  the  heavy  loan  charges  on  the  machine  and  its  running  expenses. 

The  new  tip  was  started  during  the  year  and  one  side  of  the  Church  Hill 
depot  which  was  previously  a  sewage  disposal  works  was  levelled  by  deposition 
of  domestic  refuse  and,  in  addition,  the  sunken  garden  at  the  junction  of 
Royston  Lane  and  Church  Street  was  also  levelled  by  tipping.  Tipping  at  Church 
Hill  depot  posed  several  problems  and  because  of  wet  weather  and  shallow  depth 
of  deposited  material,  the  cleansing  vehicle  frequently  got  bogged  down  ana, 
as  a  result,  work  of  cleansing  the  district  fell  into  arrear  from  time  to  tima. 
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From  information  received  it  would  appear  that  further  side  oven 
combination  ranges  were  removed  from  both  private  and  Council  owned  properties 
and  replaced  either  by  sitting  room  type  stoves  or  gas  or  electric  appliances 
and  where  solid  fuel  burning  appliances  ?/ere  installed,  it  was  required  that 
new  appliances  provided  should  be  taken  from  the  Approved  List  and  be  capable 
of  burning  solid  smokeless  fliel  against  the  time  when  positive  action  regarding 
Smoke  Control  measures  are  taken.  The  efficient  burning  of  fuel  in  such 
appliances  gives  rise  to  reduction  in  the  weight  of  ash  as  well  as  producing  a 
very  finely  divided  ash  and  as  more  progress  in  this  direction  is  made,  it  can 
reasonably  be  expected  that  the  weight  of  domestic  refuse  will  continue  to 
decline  but  that  its  bulk  will  increase  and  one  can  but  wonder  how  soon  unit 
costs  will  no  longer  be  related  to  weight  but  to  volume. 

Time  lost  by  workmen  employed  on  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  been 
referred  to  for  several  years  in  Annual  Report  and  the  extra  cost  of  employing 
temporary  labour  also  ref  erred  to.  Luring  the  year  under  review  time  lost 
amounted  in  total  to  824  hours,  a  reduction  as  compared  with  935^  hours  in  the 
year  1965/66.  Sick  Pay  and  Industrial  Injuries  Benefit  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
£76.  0.  lid.  as  compared  with  £103.  12.  4d.  in  the  previous  year  but  payment  in 
lieu  of  holidays  for  temporary  staff  accounted  for  no  less  than £59.  13.  6d. 
as  compared  with  £29.  7*  2d.  in  the  previous  year.  Both  amounts  are  taken  into 
account  for  costing  purposes  and  in  total  are  equivalent  to  8^-d .  per  ton 
collection  and  disposal.  Recruitment  of  both  temper  ary  and  permanent  staff 
during  the  year  was  anything  but  easy  and  constant  changes  in  staff  were  the 
order  of  the  day.  From  time  to  time  the  cleansing  team  was  undermanned  and  to 
keep  the  service  moving  even  reasonably  satisfactorily  absorbed  even  more  time 
than  in  previous  years  and  caused  other  work  to  suffer.

Based  on  estimated  weights,  the  output  of  domestic  refuse  per  1,000 
population  oer  day  decreased  slightly  to  23^  cwts.  Garden  refuse  continues 
to  find  its  way  into  dustbins  and  whilst  some  instances  arose  of  builders’ 
rubble  being  in  dustbins,  the  instances  were  not  as  numerous  as  in  earlier 
years . 

So  far  as  covering  the  tip  was  concerned,  inert  material  from  the  old  tip 
was  used  for  this  purpose  and  has  been  found  to  be  an  excellent  material  and 
heavy  weed  growths  on  the  tip  are  no  longer  apparent. 

Constant  and  repeated  damage  to  tip  buildings  arose  during  the  year  and 
this  could  only  continue  to  be  a  source  of  serious  concern. 

Income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  showed  a  slight  fall  during 
the  year  under  review,  income  from  this  source  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
£360.  16.  9d.  as  compared  with  £384.  1.  7d.  in  the  previous  year.  Details 

of  material  disposed  of  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

The  cost  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service,  expressed  as  cost  per  ton 
(Collection  and  Disposal)  again  showed  a  slight  increase,  £1.  14.  10d.  as 
against  £1.  13.  lOd.  in  the  previous  year  but  this  was  attributable  to 
reduction  in  the  working  week,  increases  in  wages  and  the  necessity  for  the 
employment  of  temporary  staff  throughout  almost  the  whole  year.  Increases  in 
oncosts  and  heavy  loan  charges,  etc.,  so  far  as  the  JCB  was  concerned,  in  spite 
of  transfer  charges  to  other  Departments,  does  not  result  in  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  refuse  disposa.1  so  much  as  might  have  been  expected  by  reduction  in  the 
numerical  strength  of  staff  employed  on  the  work  but,  even  so,  I  still  am  of 
the  opinion  that  this  Council*  s  costs  for  this  vitally  essential  service 
coirpare  favourably  with  those  of  neighbouring  authorities.  Income  from  the 
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sale  of  salvage  was  equivalent  to  approximately  H/lO^d.  per  ton,  collection 
and  disposal,  reducing  the  actual  cost  to  approximately  £1 .  12.  ll^d.  per  ton. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  scrap  metals  were  disposed  of  during  the  year, 
no  market  being  able  to  be  found  for  light  ferrous  scrap,  and  the  quantity  of 
non-ferrous  scrap  received  in  domestic  refuse  was  reduced  to  very,  very  small 
proportions.  The  value  of  rags  when  a  market  could  be  obtained  was  small  and 
this  I  continue  to  find  extremely  surprising,  having  seen  itinerant  rag 
collectors  with  even  bigger  and  better  motor  vehicles  leaving  the  district  very 
fully  loaded.  On  no  occasion,  however,  was  I  able  to  observe  toys,  etc.,  being 
exchanged  for  rags. 

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES  AMD  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

No  work  in  this  connection  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  and  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  extension  of  prophylactic  work  and  work  of  this 
nature  carried  out  over  the  last  thirty  years  or  so  is  now  showing  positive 
results.

There  were  no  variations  in  the  Register  during  the  year  but  premises 
included  in  the  Register  were  visited  as  found  possible,  a  total  of  37  visits 
being  made  for  this  purpose. 

One  notification  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  during  the 
year  requiring  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  on  a  building  site  and 
informal  action  remedied  this  position.  No  instance  arose  which  made  it 
necessary  for  me  to  refer  any  matters  to  H.M.  Inspector  and  routine  inspections 
of  registered  premises  revealed  no  contraventions  of  the  Act.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  smoke  nuisance  arising  within  the  district  was  noted  during  the  year 
but  on  quite  a  number  of  occasions  were  there  evidences  of  domestic  chimneys 
having  been  fired  and  in  three  ins  ances  I  wrote  to  tenants  concerned  requiring 
that  chimneys  should  be  swept  at  much  more  frequent  intervals  and  so  obviate 
the  risk  of  chimney  fires.  The  stack  at  the  Po nekton  Colliery  Unit ,  to  which 
reference  was  made  for  several  years,  gave  no  cause  for  complaint  following 
modernisation  of  the  steam  raising  plant,  reduction  in  the  number  of  boilers 
and  the  evident  provision  of  forced  draught  as  was  apparent  by  the  rate  of 
discharge  of  flue  gases  from  the  top  of  the  stack. 

Unfortunately,  similar  remarks  are  unable  to  be  made  so  far  as  the 
Monckton  Coking  Plant  is  concerned  and  much  heavier  smoke  nuisance  is  apparent 
as  retorts  are  discharged  but  whether  there  is  any  special  reason  for  this 
I  have  no  means  of  finding  out* 
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During  the  year  more  evidence  was  forthcoming  of  the  white  fuels  becoming 
popular  but  to  what  extent  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  at  the  present  time 
as  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  where  young  couples  are  both  at 
work,  they  wish  for  instantaneous  heat  on  returning  home  rather  than  the  delay 
which  arises  where  even  solid  smokeless  fuel  is  fired.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
at  all  that  either  gas  or  electric  cooking  appliances  are  very  much  more 
popular  as  heat  in  these  can  be  rigidly  controlled  and  the  necessity  for 
cleaning  out  sooty  flues  of  side  oven  combination  ranges  is  no  longer  necessary. 
Many  more  enquiries  we re  received  during  the  year  as  to  the  possibility  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas  being  declared  and  I  am  more  firmly  of  the  opinion  than 
before  that  Smoke  Control  measures  would  be  much  more  readily  received,  speaking 
generally,  than  was  previously  the  case  and  moreso  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
when  it  became  an  accomplished  fact  that  the  New  Monckton  Colliery  Unit,  in 
spite  of  heavy  capital  expenditure,  was  to  be  closed  and  where  all  men  employed 
at  this  colliery  did  not  transfer  to  other  collieries  but  found  alternative 
work.  So  far  as  transfer  to  other  collieries  is  concerned,  comment  must  be  made 
on  the  fact  that  in  some  instances  the  collieries  to  which  men  were  transferred 
involves  a  journey  of  no  less  than  13  miles  from  hometo  the  place  of  employment 
and  one  can  but  wonder  how  soon  some  of  the  men  concerned  will  wish  to  remove 
nearer  to  their  work  to  cut  out  long  travelling,  particularly  during  cold, 
frosty  or  snowy  weather  coupled  with  the  incidence  of  dense  fog.  In  the  Report 
for  1965  I  made  mention  of  the  number  of  stool  bottom  grates  with  loose  frets 
which  continued  to  be  supplied  by  builders  merchants  and,  during  the  year  under 
review,  in  several  instances  I  required  such  stool  bottom  grates  to  be  returned 
and  properly  sealed -front  grates  to  be  installed  in  lieu. 

The  va.rious  arguments  against  smoke  control  measures  particularly  as  it 
affects  retired  miners  or  the  widows  of  miners  continued  to  be  brought  forward 
but  I  gather  that  amendment  to  the  cash  allowance  has  been  made  which  could 
ease  the  position  so  far  as  this  class  of  the  community  is  concerned. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

The  various  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955  j  were  visited  as  found  possible  and  as  indicated  in  the  Table  of 
Inspections. 

No  additional  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the  preparation 
of  pickled,  pressed,  etc.,  foods  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages,  nor  were  there 
any  variations  in  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
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HOUSING- 


During  the  year,  751  houses  were  inspected  for  defects  within  the  Meaning 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  and  in  connection  with  applications  for 
Improvement  G-rants,  3343  visits  being  made  for  this  purpose.  Further  steady 
progress  was  also  made  with  the  Clearance  Programme.  The  number  of  visits 
paid  indicates  the  amount  of  time  absorbed  by  these  duties. 

Steady  continuing  progress  was  made  in  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of 
older  properties  and  in  all  cases  where  applications  were  made  for  G-rants 
and  approved,  repairs  were  required  to  be  carried  out  at  the  same  time  as  works 
of  improvement  and  separate  water  servicus  were  also  required.  By  this  means 
the  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  was  improved  and  on  no  occasion 
was  it  found  necessary  to  issue  Statutory  Notices  for  the  carrying  out  of  repairs. 

During  the  year,  the  mobile  exhibition  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  dealing  with  improvement  of  houses  visited  the  district  and  the 
number  of  visitors  to  this  exhibition  clearly  indicated  the  interest  which  this 
matter  had  and  also  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
grants  being  received. 

Mining  subsidence  and  consequent  damage  to  properties  continued  but  the 
main  centres  of  damage  continued  to  be  towards  the  lower  end  of  Midland  Road 
around  the  Youth  Centre  and  on  the  Kirlcfield  Estate,  in  both  of  which  areas 
continuing  evidences  of  movement  were  apparent.  Closo  co-operation  was  able  to 
be  maintained  with  the  National  Coal  Board  who  carried  out  first  aid  rex)airs  to 
surface  properties  and  accepted  responsibility  for  keeping  the  drains  on  the 
Kirkfield  Estate  running  until  such  time  as  a  composite  redrainage  programme 
could  be  undertaken. 

Continuing  progress  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  had  an  automatic 
effect  on  the  amount  of  repair  work  carried  out  to  older  properties  even  without 
the  issue  of  informatl  notices  and  numerous  requests  were  received  as  to  the 
continuing  life  of  certain  properties  and  in  several  instances  I  had  no  alternative 
but  to  advise  my  enquirers  that  the  expenditure  of  money  on  repair  and 
reconditioning  could  not  be  justified  and  that  houses  concerned  were  scheduled 
for  clearance.  V/here  little  work  of  repair  and  maintenance  had  been  carried 
out  for  long  periods  of  years,  repointing  of  fabric  is  inadequate  to  bring  a 
house  back  to  a  sound  condition  and  a  coat  of  paint  on  rotted  woodwork  can 
under  no  circumstances  revitalise  such  woodwork,  and  when  such  conditions 
prevail  the  only  satisfactory  way  of  dedL  ing  with  tin  properties  concerned 
is  to  demolish  them  and  clear  the  site. 

Provision  of  new  units  of  accommodation  again  increased  during  the  year 
under  review  but  efforts  were  made  to  gear  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  with 
the  provision  of  new  accommodation  so  that  houses  vacated  and  scheduled  for 
demolition  could  be  cleared  with  the  minimum  time  lapse  but,  even  so,  hopes 
in  this  respect  failed  to  materialise  and  almost  overnight  it  was  found  that 
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empty  houses  had  been  broken  into  and  fittings,  leadwork  and  even  floors 
stripped  out,  rendering  such  properties  dangerous. 

During  the  year,  46  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received, 

3 5  were  approved  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  improvements  had  been  completed 
in  a  further  29  houses.  Several  houses  were  again  inspected  in  anticipation  of 
grant  applications  being  received,  in  some  cases  possible  applicants  were  advised 
that  the  condition  of  the  houses  would  not  justify  a  grant  being  made  owing  to 
insufficient  life  and  some  possible  applications  failed  to  materialise  at  all 
and  it  was  pleasing  when  an  increased  number  of  applications  were  received  in 
respect  of  tenanted  houses.  No  Improvement  Areas  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act,  l;Q+}  were  declared  as  the  distribution  of  houses  which  had  been 
improved  was  such  that  a  suitable  area  to  declare  an  Improvement  Area  did  not 
readily  present  itself,  but  every  encouragement  was  given  to  owners  and  owner/ 
occupiers  to  take  advantage  of  grants  available  to  bring  their  properties  up  to 
present  day  standards  and  the  time  taken  in  dealing  with  Improvement  Grant  work 
was  most  rewarding.  Comments  made  by  occupants  of  improved  houses  continued 
to  indicate  how  much  persons  concerned  appreciated  their  higher  standard  of 
amenity.

22  High  Street 

and  rehousing  of  tenants,  other  than  Lunns  Farm,  was  provided  by  the  Council 
during  the  year. 

2  Cases  of  inadequate  sleeping  accommodation  came  to  my  notice  during  the 
year  and  were  referred  to  the  Housing  Department  for  consideration. 

3  instances  of  serious  dry  rot  came  to  my  notice  during  the  year,  one  being 
at  the  Youth  Centre  on  Midland  Road  where  it  became  necessary  for  the  whole  of 
the  floors  to  be  again  taken  out  and  renewed  at  what  could  only  be  considerable 
expense,  and  in  all  cases  it  was  found  that  the  root  cause  was  inadequate 
sub-floor  ventilation  which  allowed  spores  to  develop  and  mature  with  obvious 
detrimental  effect  on  floor  timbers.  One  further  complaint  which  became  very 
time  absorbing  was  a  complaint  from  the  owner/ occupiers  of  two  bungalows  in 
Oakwood  Avenue  that  following  the  completion  of  the  flats  on  land  adjoining, 
smoke  nuisance  in  their  own  premises  arose  which  had  not  been  apparent  previously. 
On  inspection  it  was  found  that  defects  in  the  fixing  of  fireplaces  in  the 
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bungalows  concerned  existed  and  my  own  views  in  this  respect  were  confirmed  by 
a  Technical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  Leeds 
who  was  called  in  to  express  an  opinion.  Eventually  the  ownei/ occupier  of  one 
bungalow  installed  modern  solid  smokeless  fuel  burning  appliances  which  worked 
admirably  and  gave  no  evidence  of  back  draught. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

As  in  the  previous  year,  no  slaughterhouses  remain  in  this  district  but 
I  carried  out  relief  meat  inspection  duties  for  the  Cudworth  Urban  District 
Council  whilst  their  own  Inspector  was  on  holiday. 

The  Table  of  Visits  indicates  work  able  to  be  done  in  this  respect  but 
time  did  not  allow  me  to  give  as  much  attention  to  this  work  as  I  would  have 
preferred. 

The  question  of  mobile  shops  continued  to  receive  attention  and  whilst 
several  of  these  vehicles  were  inspected  during  the  year,  I  was  unable  to 
inspect  them  as  regularly  as  I  would  have  preferred  and,  as  on  previous  occasions, 
I  much  prefer  to  carry  out  inspections  on  the  road  during-  times  of  sale  so  that 
the  condition  of  the  vehicles  can  be  ascertained  at  that  time  rather  than 
inviting  owners  of  the  vehicles  to  bring  them  to  the  office  for  inspection  when 
they  have  been  specially  prepared  for  this  purpose.  The  times  at  which  such 
vehicles  are  seen  in  the  district  late  at  night  continued  to  give  me  cause  for 
concern  but  until  such  time  as  the  Shops  Act  is  amended  to  bring  such  vehicles 
within  the  scope  of  its  provisions  nothing  can  be  done  in  this  direction.

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FOOD  PREPARING  PREMISES 

No  variations  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  premises 
registered  for  the  preparation  of  sausages,  pickled,  pressed,  potted  or  preserved 
food  intended  for  sale  and  details  of  visits  paid  to  such  premises  are 
indicated  in  the  Table  of  Inspections. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  the  year  only  one  incident  arose  where  canned  food  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  food  and  voluntarily  surrendered  and  4  x  11  lb.  12  oz.  tins  of  Cooked 
Ham  were  disposed  of. 

Only  two  complaints  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  cane  to  my  notice  during  the 
year,  as  indicated  below.

In  both  cases  contact  was  made  with  the  firms  supplying  the  canned  foods 
complained  of  and  sevei'e  warnings  were  issued  in  each  case  but  no  proceedings 
were  instituted.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  ( GENERAL )  REGULATIONS ,  I960. 

Routine  inspection  of  x^remises  revealed  that  additional  premises  had  been 
provided  with  refrigerated  cabin-ts  or  conservators  but  no  serious  infringement 
of  the  Regulations  was  noted.  Again,  tine  available  did  not  allow  me  to  give 
as  much  tine  to  the  inspection  and  control  of  these  premises  as  I  would  have 
preferred.  I  an  still  convinced  that  regular  and  fhequent  routine  visits  are 
essential  if  proper  control  is  to  be  exercised  and  the  public  safeguarded.

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The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  remained  fairly  high  but  was  less  than 
in  the  previous  year  but,  even  so,  gives  cause  for  concern,  having  in  mind  the 
work  which  lias  been  done  over  the  years  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice 
and  whilst  I  have  no  positive  evidence  which  would  support  the  contention, 
one  can  but  wonder  whether  or  not  some  resistance  is  building  up,  particularly 
to  Warfarin.  Where  a  quick  acting  poison  such  as  Zinc  Phosphide  is  used, 
results  are  quickly  apparent  and  re-infestation  does  not  appear  to  take  place 
as  quickly,  although  even  in  these  cases  some  re- infestation  was  apparent 
from  time  to  time  and  one  can  but  wonder  whether  steps  being  taken  at  these 
times  is  the  complete  answer.  There  can  be  little  doubt  on  the  number  of 
complaints  received  that  householders  are  no  longer  prepared  to  tolerate  the 
presence  of  rats  and  quickly  notify,  giving  us  better  opportunity  of  dealing 
with  sources  of  infestation  before  reservoirs  of  infestation  develop. 

On  no  occasion  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  or  to  serve 
Notices  for  the  rat  proofing  of  buildings. 

FJBLIC  CONVEX UK ICES 

As  in  previous  years,  the  various  public  conveniences  in  the  district 
continued  to  receive  more  than  their  full  share  of  attention  from  the  people 
who  seem  to  delight  in  causing  damage,  and  in  one  instance  it  was  found  that 
a  fire  had  been  lighted  in  the  Cross  Lane  urinal  by  the  corner  cupboard  which 
not  only  completely  burned  the  cupboard,  but  was  of  such  intensity  as  to 
melt  the  lead  water  service  pipe. 

Comments  raade  in  this  connection  in  previous  years  continue  to  apply 
but  no  good  purpose  would  appear  to  be  served  by  printing  them  once  again. 

THE  OFFICES,,  SHOPS  AND  RAHWAY  PREMISES  ACT ,  1963 . 

During  the  year  a  complaint  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
that  work  done  was  inadequate  and  requiring  that  positive  steps  be  taken  to 
carry  out  general  inspections  of  registered  premises. 

Delay  in  starting  general  inspections  of  premises  registered  arose  from 
staff  absences  during  the  year  and  the  overall  position  deteriorated  still 
further  when  further  prolonged  staff  absences  took  place  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year. 

Eventually,  temporary  staff  was  engaged,  and  services  continued  after 
regular  staff  returned  to  work,  specifically  to  allow  me  to  make  progress  with 
general  inspections  of  registered  premises,  especially  having  in  mind  concern 
expressed  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  at  lack  of  satisfactory  progress. 

Inspections  were  able  to  be  started  towards  the  end  of  November,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  57  premises  had  been  visited.  Of  these,  no  loss  than  17 
had  registrations  cancelled  as  enquiries  revealed  that  a3  no  staff  was 
employed,  registration  under  the  Act  was  no  longer  required.  5  additional 
..•remises  were  registered  during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  62  sets 
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of  premises  remained  on  the  register.  A  total  of  220  visits  were  made  to 
registered  premises  during  the  year. 


As  general  inspections  required  priority,  maximum  time  was  spent  carrying 
out  such  inspections,  and  in  view  of  the  close  approach  of  the  year  end,  no 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  in  question. 

In  most  instances,  it  was  found  that  extracts  from  the  Act  were  not 
posted  up,  thermometers  had  not  been  provided  or  First  Aid  provisions  had  not 
been  made,  and  notices  requiring  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Aict  to  be 
complied  with  are  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

So  far  as  lighting  is  concerned,  it  so  happened  that  good  natural  light 
continued  during  most  of  the  time  when  general  inspections  were  being  made, 
and  a  wide  range  of  light  readings  resulted  and  this,  in  turn,  was  influenced 
by  the  time  of  day  when  premises  were  inspected.  Whilst  in  no  case  could 
lighting  standards  be  regarded  as  inadequate,  suggestions  of  improved  lighting 
will  be  made,  but  progress  with  compliance  with  notices  must  remain  a  matter 
for  inclusion  in  a  future  report.

ACCIDENTS 

During  the  year,  3  accidents  were  reported  but  in  no  case  v;as  further 
action  found  to  be  necessary. 

SUPPLY  OF  DUSTBINS 

The  scheme  started  in  1952  continued  to  work  smoothly  and  well  during 
the  year  under  review  and  better  use  of  dustbins  is  giving  them  a  much 
longer  life  than  was  previously  the  case,  although  from  time  to  time  the 
odd  incident  doe3  arise  of  misuse. 

MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS 

VHiilst  no  moveable  dwellings  are  permanently  stationed  within  the 
district  and  no  site  is  licenced  for  this  purpose,  considerable  time  was 
taken  up  during  the  year  by  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  coming  into  the 
district  from  time  to  time.  I  was  fortunate  enough,  however,  to  get  these 
people  to  leave  the  district  without  trouble  by  co-operating  fully  with  the 
police  authorities. 
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WELFARE  OF  AGED  PEOPLE 


During  the  year,  extension  of  the  Warden  Scheme  to  cover  part  of  the 
Doles  Estate  took  place  and  hopes  of  farther  extension  were  envisaged. 

The  benefit  accruing  to  people  under  Warden  supervision  cannot  be 
questioned  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  respect  if  older  people 
living  alone  and  no  longer  enjoying  the  best  of  health  are  not  to  become 
lonely  and  completely  dispirited.  To  know  that  in  case  of  need  there  is 
someone  available  to  whom  such  people  can  turn  is  very  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year,  a  Meals  on  .heels  Service  was  inaugurated  whereby  24 
needy  people  are  provided  with  a  hot  meal  on  two  days  each  week.  Initially, 
delivery  of  these  meals  was  through  the  good  offices  of  members  of  the 
Council’s  staff  who  used  their  cars  for  the  purpose  but  every  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  ladies  who  volunteered  their  services  to  carry  out  the  actual 
delivery  of  the  meals. 

MORTUARY 

Other  than  normal  maintenance  and  repair,  no  works  of  a  special  nature 
were  found  to  be  necessary  during  the  year. 

BARNSLEY  CANAL 

During  the  year  the  attention  of  the  National  Coal  Board  was  drawn 
to  dense  weed  growths  in  that  portion  of  the  canal  running  through  the 
district  which  impeded  the  flow  of  water  and,  as  a  result  of  my  complaint, 
the  cleaning  out  of  the  canal  was  undertaken  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 


CEIETEDY 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  responsibility  for 
administering  the  Council's  Cemetery  should  be  transferred  from  me  to  the 
Parks  Superintendent  and,  no  longer  having  access  to  Cemetery  records,  I  am 
unable  to  include  anything  in  this  report  dealing  with  Cemetery  administration. 

CONCLUSION 

I  fear  that  rather  than  being  a  news  item,  the  contents  of  my  portion 
of  this  report  will  be  more  of  a  historical  document  but  I  trust  that, 
having  in  mind  my  opening  remarks,  the  Council!  will  be  prepared  to  understand 
why  delay  has  arisen  in  the  report  being  prepared.  I  am  hoping,  however, 
that  other  outstanding  reports  will  be  able  to  bo  dealt  with  in  the  near 
future  so  that  the  Council  may  be  kept  fully  aware  of  progress  which  has  been 
made  with  those  services  for  which  I  am  responsible.

I  trust,  also,  that  the  contents  of  the  foregoing  report  will  indicate  the 
wo rk  done  during  the  year  in  question  but  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said 
previously  that  as  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  continues  to  expand  and 
new  Public  Health  legislation  is  entered  on  the  Statute  Book,  so  must  the 
work  for  which  I  am  responsible  become  heavier  and  bring  with  it  wider 
responsibilities . 

The  work  so  far  as  Public  Cleansing  is  concerned  absorbed  very  much  more 
time  than  was  the  case  only  a  few  years  ago  and  no-one  will  be  happier  than  I 
when  this  work  once  again  settles  down.  The  changes  in  staff  and  the  extent 
to  which  temporary  staff  had  to  be  employed  during  the  year  was  most 
disconcerting  and  the  frequent  changes  in  staff  could  only  give  rise  to 
discontent  amongst  the  regular  members  of  staff,  but  time  taken  to  keep  this 
service  going  even  reasonably  efficiently  reduced  the  time  available  to  me 
for  other  aspects  of  my  duties. 

Whilst  dealing  with  Public  Cleansing  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  numerous 
occasions  on  which  damage  to  buildings  on  the  tip  took  place  and  I  an  still  at 
a  loss  to  understand  why  people  find  such  particular  interest  in  breaking 
into  the  salvage  shed  and  workmen' s  cabin  and  apparently  spending  hours 
crawling  about  on  the  tip  at  times  when  workmen  are  no  longer  present. 

Comments  made  in  previous  years  on  the  satisfaction  obtained  from  time 
spent  and  work  done  for  improvement  of  older  houses  continued  to  apply  in 
full  measure  and  the  continued  progress  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
is  some  cause  for  satisfaction.  Complacency ,  however,  is  a  luxury  I  am 
unable  to  afford  and  at  all  times  it  is  vital  to  maintain  the  standards  which 
I  have  set  for  myself. 

The  Table  of  Visits  will,  I  hope,  indicate  my  efforts  to  keep  all  matters 
within  the  scope  of  my  duties  under  reasonably  regular  supervision. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Barnes,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
resigned  his  appointment  to  take  up  a  now  appointment  in  Buckinghamshire 
and  a  little  later  in  the  year  Dr.  Oddy,  the  Deputy  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy.

Even  belatedly,  I  would  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  to  both  Dr.  Barnes 
and  Dr.  Oddy  for  the  excellent  co-operation  which  existed  between  their 
office  and  mine. 

My  thanks  are  also  duo  to  Mrs.  Owen  for  the  work  she  did  for  me  in 
spite  of  herself  suffering  a  breakdown  in  health  that  particular  year.

DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A  table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the  County  districts 
in  the  Division.  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each 
stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  Rational  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid  1966 
was  79»530j  compared  with  79»070  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  557  in  1966,  compared  with 
652  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  1966  was  1,406, 
compared  with  1,482  in  1965*  This  is  equivalent  to  a  crude  birth  rate  of  17.7  per 
1,000,  compared  with  18.7  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  was  75  in  1966.  This  represents  5*3$  of  the  total  births,  compared  with  5*4 f° 
in  1965 »  and  5*3 i°  in  1964. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  29  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  24  during  1965.  This 
gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of  20.2  compared  with  15.9  in  1965  and  with  15.9  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  inward 
and  outward  transfers  was  849 ?  which  was  19  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a  crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10. 7  as  compared  with  10.5  in  1965* 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year,  which  occurred  in 
Cudworth  and  Darton.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  1.39>  compared 
with  0.25  for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0.26  for  England  and  Wales.  Ih 
both  cases  the  dearth  was  not  preventable  during  the  ante-natal  period,  ihe 
divisional  figure  is  in  excess  of  the  national  average  this  year  but  there  have  been 
years  when  no  maternal  dearth  occurred  in  the  Division. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 
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Infant  Deaths  and  Peri -natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  37  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  25  occurred 
in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with  31  end  19  respectively  in  the  previous 
year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  26.3, 
compared  with  20.7  for  the  previous  year  and  with  19 .0  for  England  and  Wales. 

I  would  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  18  infant  deaths 
occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  three  of  thorn  were  so  premature  as  to  he 
belov/  the  age  of  viability.  This  .means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not 
even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages  and  as  such  would 
never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  The  number  of  deaths  in  this 
category  shows  an  increase  this  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Prematurity 
wa.s  associated  with  no  less  than  nine  deaths  in  the  early  neo-natal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importance  of  this  factor  a,s  a  contributory  cause  of  death  in 
early  infancy.  Of  the  37  babies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  30  we  re  bom  in 
hospital  and  7  at  home. 

The  peri -natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  32.8,  compared  with  25.1 
for  the  administrative  County.  The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a  peri-natal  rate 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  this  year  represents  26.3.  The  occurrence  of  infant 
deaths  associated  v/ith  prematurity  is  responsible  for  the  relatively  high  peri-natal 
mortality  rate  for  the  year. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  births  =  13*33  for  the  division.

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Smallpox  Vaccination 


You  will  see  from  the  table  that  some  68 6  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
during  the  year,  which  represents  an  increase  of  217  compared  with  1965.  You  will 
recall  that  in  1961,  554  children  were  vaccinated  and  in  1962  this  rose  to  a 
bumper  figure  of  1,516  due  to  the  proximity  of  Smallpox  at  Bradford.  In  1965  the 
number  vaccinated  fell  to  218  and  since  then  steady  progress  has  been  made  towards 
and  beyond  the  figure  which  appertained  previously.

Diphtheria  and  Who oping  Cough  Immunisation 

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  state  of 
immunity  in  each  Urban  District.  The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  pre¬ 
school  age  group  and  the  school  age  group  show  a  slight  fall  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  overall  percentage  of  children  who  have  been  fully  protected 
however  remains  at  a  high  level  and  we  can  regard  the  figures  presented  as  entirely 
satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  the  apparent  fall  in  the 
0-4  years  age  group  is  due  to  the  removal  of  immunisation  cards  relating  to  children 
resident  in  the  High  Green  Division  following  the  introduction  of  the  computor 
(scheme  for  immunisation  in  that  area.

Poliomyelitis 

During  the  year  1,379  children  were  va.ccinated  with  three  doses,  rather  less 
than  were  vaccinated  during  1965.  1  8111  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  this 

disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  success  of 
the  immunisation  scheme  which  continued  during  the  year.  This  ma,kes  a.  grand  total 
of  35,358  persons  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  and  of  these  9,920 
have  received  a  fourth  dose.

A  total 
of  1,096  children  entering  Senior  Schools  in  the  division  were  vaccinated  against 
Tuberculosis.

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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services

Health  Visiting 

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and  allied 
staff  was  18,206.  This  shows  a  decline  of  some  2,278  visits  during  the  year  and  I 
an  sorry  to  report  that  the  nunber  of  visits  to  childrenunder  the  age  of  5  years 
again  showed  a  decline.  I  am  afraid  tha.t  this  can  only  reflect  the  increasing 
difficulty  which  the  Department  has  experienced  in  recruiting  qualified  Health 
Visiting  staff.  Visiting  in  some  areas  has  had  to  be  on  a,  "selective”  basis  because 
of  increasing  staff  shortage.

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,339  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  on  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a  baby  who  has  a.  positive  reaction. 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  than  14  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation 5  thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition. 

Cervical  Cytology 

The  Cervical  Cytology  clinic  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year  at 
6  Victoria  Road.  Sessions  were  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by  appointment.  The 
main  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the  early 
stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy  and  the  chances  of  a  permanent  cure  are 
excellent.  During  the  year  680  women  over  the  age  of  30  years  attended  for  the  first 
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time,  Two  early  cancers  of  the  uterine  cervix  were  detected  and  referred  to  the 
appropriate  specialist  for  treatment.  No  less  than  48  patients  were  recalled  for 
further  examination  and  of  these  42  were  found  to  hove  gynaecological  disorders 
requiring  treatment  and  advice.  I  feel  that  quite  apart  from  the  value  of 
detecting  early  cancer  of  the  female  genital  tract  and  other  gynaecological 
disorders  a  good  deal  of  excellent  health  education  takes  place  at  this  clinic. 
Women  attending  frequently  ask  advice  about  problems  in  connection  with  family 
planning  and  other  topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are  clinically  exami  red  at  the  same 
time.  Pour  patients  with  breast  abnormalities  were  referred  to  their  own  family 
doctors  for  advice. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  wa.s  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  during  the  year.  4^,217  visits  were  made,  compared  with  42,222  in  the 
previous  year.  This  indeed  reflects  the  increasing  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
Home  Nursing  Service,  as  I  know  that  with  improved  liaison  with  the  Geriatric 
Service  more  difficult  cases  have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home  Nurses  and 
it  is  perhaps  the  quality  of  the  work  in  addition  to  the  number  of  visits  which  is 
of  paramount  importance.

There  were  no  cases  referred  during  the  year. 


Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained  about  the  same.  The  tendency 
has  been  for  an  increase  to  occur  in  domiciliary  treatment  with  a  decrease  in 
clinic  or  surgery  treatment.  I  feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage 
more  patients  to  make  the  effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgery 
rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much 
more  expensive  to  provide  but  it  is  felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit 
by  the  social  contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  number 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  increased  to  about  800,  while  the  number  of 
hours  expended  rose  by  just  over  lAffi  .  This  is  an  expected  and  significant  trend 
as  it  is  felt  that  some  of  the  cases  have  too  few  hours  to  really  benefit  and 
efforts  will  be  made  to  give  maximum  improvement  to  recipients  in  this  category.

Training  facilities  continued  at  the  Womb tve  11  Comprehensive  Training  Centre  at 
Wombwell.  The  essential  basic  training  in  the  Junior  Wing  oontinued  under  Mrs.  E.

successful.
